Our  church  work 
is  on  the  upgrade,  God  is  blessing  our 
efforts.  The  Sundav  school  is  larger 
than  ever  before.  There  were  263  pres- 
ent last  Sunday.  We  have  recently  or- 
ganized a Baraca  class  of  20  youne  men, 
a Philathea  class  of  28  young  ladies,  a 
junior  Philathea  class  of  about  15  girls 
and  a strong  adult  bible  class  for  mar 
ried  ladies;  and  also  reorganized  the 
men *8  bible  class. 

We  are  now  adding  four  new  Sunday 
school  rooms  to  our  church  building  to 
meet  the  present  needs  of  our  school. 
We  have  had  within  the  last  five 
montha  78  additions  to  the  church.  The 
Lord  is  blessing  U9.  We  are  so  glad. 
Pray  for  us.

It 
has  to  do  witlmthe  rights,  privileges  and 
duties  of  theleople;  the  protection  of 
their  propertfl  the  enjoyment  of  their 
liberties,  and  She  punishment  of  crimi- 
nals. It  is  tlft  basis  of  all  government 
and  the  fouiwiition  on  which  human  so- 
ciety rests.  Hfcecific  laws  may  be  good 
or  they  may  Work  hardships  upon  some, 
but  their  puifiose  is  to  afford  the  larg- 
est liberty,  cyisistent  with  the  greatest 
protection  to  Aaeh  individual.  - Whether 
the  idea  of  l«r  be  acceptable  or  not  to 
men,  still  the  [worst  form  of  government 
is  infinitely  Aperior  to  a state  of  “no 
law”  or  la wfissness.  which  is  anarchy.

THE  importance  OF  DOCTRINAL 

PREACHING. 

(E.  L.  Wesson). 

Article  No.  2,  under  this  heading, 
closed  with  the  importance  of  preaching 
,he  doctrine  of  the  duty  and  responsi- 
bility of  accountable  sinners. 

The  seven  doctrines  stated,  if  known 
and  believed,  and  the  Christ  they  set 
forth  is  accepted,  will  bring  a stnner  into 
salvation  with  a good  understanding  of 
the  first  doctrines  the  world  needs  to 
bow.  This  is  the  dividing  line.  The 
doctrines  that  follow  pertain  to  Chris 
tian  dn tv  and  Christian  development. 

I Let  ns  proceed  to  state  doctrines  in  their 
relative  importance. 

The  eighth  in  importance  to  be  preach* 
ed  is  the  doctrine  of  the  condition  of 
the  real  believer  in  Christ.  On  this  doc- 
trine hinges  the  hnppiness.  the  strength, 
the  firmness  and  the  real  God -honoring 
isefnlness  of  the  believer.  John  tells  ns 
hat  every  one  that  believeth  is  bom  of 
.Jrtd.-T.  John  5:1.  and  Paul  tells  us  that 
through  faith  we  all  become  God’s  chil- 
dren—Onl.  3:26:  and  that  if  we  are  ehil 
drop  then  we  are  heirs  of  God  and  mint 
heirs  with  Christ— Pom.  6-17.  Thou 
Christ  tells  us  that  the  believer  hath 
everlasting  life  and  shall  never  perish 
aor  come  into  condemnation — John  3:16; 

5.04.  6:47:  10-27-29.  And  Peter  tells  n° 
that  we  are  kept  hv  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  through  faith  T.  Peter 
1:5.  In  fact  the  right  attitnde  of  a Chris 
tian's  thinking,  obedience  and  service, 
all.  depends  on  a right  understanding  of 
the  Bible  doctrine  concerning  the  condf 
tion  of  the  believer  in  Christ. 

The  ninth  in  importance  to  be  preach 
ed  is  the  doctrine  of  assurance  of  snlva 
tion,  or  the  evidences  by  which  we  may 
know  that  we  are  saved.  This  doctrine 
is  too  much  neglected  by  some,  and  b\ 
others  made  too  hard.  It  is  the  one  doc- 
trine for  babes  in  Christ,  therefore 
should  he  made  very  plain,  and  should 
be  lovingly  presented.  Most  of  us  in 
presenting  this  doctrine  take  too  much 
for  granted,  consequently  often  canso 
what  was  intended  to  be  a help  to  be  .♦ 
stone  of  stumbling  to  the  weak.  I,  per- 
sonally, was  almost  made  to  believa, 
when  a boy,  that  there  were  no  Chris 
tians  by  hearing  preaching  on  this  point 
As  we  do  not  want  anybody  to  join  * 
fliurch  without  being  truly  born  of  God 
we  need  to  be  very  clear  and  carerul  in 
^reaching  this  doctrine. 

Tenth  in  importance  to  be  preached  is 
he  doctrine  of  obedience  to  Christ, 
riiere  is  a tendency  today  to  preach 
‘spirituality”  and  “consecration,”  etc  , 
o the  neglect  or  covering  up,  or  ignor 
ug.  of  the  doctrine  of  actual  obedience, 
"hie  text  much  needed  to  he  used  now  is, 
‘Why  call  ye  me  Lord,  Lord;  and  do 
lot  the  things  that  I say” — Lk.  6:46.

A sanctified  (t)  preacher  recently 
went  to  chiding  a common  Christian 
about  pot  being  sanctified.  The  common 
Christian  said,  “Do  you  believe  that  ono 
can  be  fully  sanctified  and  live  in  known 
disobedience t”  Of  course  he  nnswere  1 
no.  Then  said  the  common  man.  “Tell 
me  now,  honestly,  do  yon  believe  that 
you  have  been  baptized  just  ns  Christ 
commanded?”  He  walked  away.  Yon 
see  the  point.  We  need  to  preach  obedi- 
ence to  Christ  ns  Lord,  because  “He  is 
both  Lord  and  Christ.  This  gushv  stuff, 
that  pats  feeling  and  bodily  genuflec- 
tions and  testifvings  in  ns  a substitute 
for  known  obedience,  is  worse  nonsense 
than  trving  to  stifle  the  devil  with 
smoke.  They  may  all  he  good  in  their 
place,  hut  thev  cannot  he  God-hoPonng 
unless  underlying  all  is  real  obedience 
to  the  directions  of  Jesus  Christ.  T have 
often  beep  asked.  “Can’t  a man  live  ns 
well  ont  of  the  church  as  in  ItT|’  I al- 
ways answer  “Yes,  so  far  as  living  is 
concerned,  hut  he  cannot  obey  Christ  and 
do  it.  A man  cannot  obey  Christ  and 
not  come  ont  from  the  world  and  he 
baptized.”  This  day  needs  stress  on 
this  point. 

The  eleventh  doctrine  in  importance 
to  he  preached  is  the  doctrine  of  real 
Christian  living.  The  daily  life.  Honest 
dealing,  sober  living,  truthful  speaking, 
clean  talking,  upright  walking,  hospi- 
tality and  kindness.  These  things  speak 
louder  than  all  of  our  obedience  to  ordi 
nances  and  gifts  to  missions  and  church 
support.  The  world  has  an  idea  that 
many  men  give  from  the  snme  spirit 
that  Catholics  are  supposed  to  pay  for 
confession— to  ease  their  consciences— 
and  the  world  despises  such  rot  in  the 

name  of  Christianity,  when  behind  tire 
gift  is  a life  known  to  the  world  to  be 
un-Christian.  The  life  is  not  to  save  the 
« ne  who  lives  but  the  one  who  sees  it, 
ur.d  thus  glonfy  the  God  who  saves  the 
muI.  The  soul  may  be  saved  and  the 
hfe  lost  Oh,  how  we  do  need  to  Btress 
this  point. 

The  twelfth  important  thing  to  be 
preached  is  doctrine  of  “the  church,” 
what  it  is,  its  mission,  and  our  duty  as 
members  of  it.  Fully  one-half  of  the 
people  seem  to  look  on  the  church  as  a 
kind  of  Noah’s  ark  into  which  they  get 
for  safety,  instead  of  seeing  it  as  an 
organization  of  God’s  children  for  co- 
operative Christian  service.  This  is  an 
important  point.  Oh  that  some  able  mau 
among  ns  could  wrte  a tract  on  this  doc- 
trine and  send  it  broadcast  over  the  land 
as  a contribution  to  missions— we  need 
it,  yes  we  need  it. 

The  thirteenth  doctrine  in  importance 
to  be  preached  is  our  individual  respon- 
sibility for  the  evangelization  of  the 
world  at  borne  and  abroad.  Surely  no 
saved  man  can  do  his  doty,  it  matters 
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not  how  poor  he  may  be,  unless  he  gives 
something  to  help  tell  the  world  of  the 
Christ  who  saved  him.  Thousands  who 
never  give  anything  are  saved,  no  doubt 
of  that,  but  they  surely  have  never  dono 
their  duty,  and  largely  the  reason  is  that 
this  doctrine  has  not  been  preached.  Wo 
need  to  get  down  to  better  preaching  on 
this  point,  our  sermons  along  this  linJ 
consist  too  much  of  worked-over  mate- 
rial. Let  us  lay  aside  all  of  our  old  ma 
terial  and  “come  again,”  as  we  used 
to  say  in  school  when  a boy  failed  to 

make  pood  ih  play. 

The  fourteenth  doctrine  in  importance 
for  today  is  concerning  the  ministrv 
Oh.  my  brethren,  the  ministrv!  Mv  work 
will  soon  he  done,  and  oh  how  little  T 
have  done,  and  how  poor  T hnve  done  it! 
We  reed  to  preach  more  than  to  do  the 
greatness  of  the  work  of  preaching  the 
iro««el  of  rhrist.  and  t)ie  importance  of 
fmttine  down  into  the  verv  heart  of  the 
truths  of  our  God  and  hrinpiuc  to  the 
surface,  as  from  tb«  depths  of  mvs 
tories.  the  plorions  thinps  of  God.  Thor 
onph  preparation  for  this  preat  work 
mn«t  he  stre«sed.  hut  more  than  that  we 
need  to  stress  thorough  consecration  ano 
deep,  individual  stndv  of  God’s  word.  ! 
stop  riirbt  there,  with  mv  own  heart 
aehinp  because  my  work  has  l>oen  so 
poorly  done.  Ne'  t will  be  how  to  Preach 
these  important  doctrines.  Remember, 
please,  that  T am  onlv  sngpestinp  what 
I think.
